LET Us LOOK BEYOND TODAY, 


We hope our townspeople of Cal- 
gary vill not permit themselves 
to be lulled into a false security by 
the prospect of good times through 
the expenditure of railway money 
in our midst for a brief period. The 
town has been calling out for rail- 
ways, and itis about to get them. 
Our citizens have been waiting to 
see some large expenditure of money 


going on, and this isabout to come, 
But after the railways have been 
built, after the expenditure has end- 
ed, what? Will we necessarily 
have good times, or may we expect 
@ collapse? ‘That will depend upon 
our citizens, themselves. They 
must know that a town can not be 
drained of its money and still have 
it. We are and will be sending out 
immense sums of money for every- 
thing we eat and drink and wear 
and for luxuries,—also for fire in- 
gurance, life insurance, and many 
other things.

the necessity of taking active meas- 
ures in that direction. In short, we 
must have tactories.s We must 
have labor creating industries of 
various kinds. We must have 
large wage-earning population, We 
must be producing as well as con- 
suming. Onur situation as a dis- 
tributing centre, with railways east, 
west, north and south, will be one of

The Fisherman's Fight on the New- 
ivundiand Coast. 

New Yors, June 21.—The Herald's 
special from Bay St. George, Nfld., gives 
an account of the disturbances which 
occurred on Wednesday last at Brond 
Cove, Conception Bay, between the 
French and Newfoundland fishermen. 
About twenty schooners ad put into 
the Cove for the purpose of catching 
bait fish to be used in the Grand Banks 


codfishing. Seven schooners were 
French, three or four American, and the 
others Newfoundlanders, The New- 


foundlanders and Americans got into the 
Cove first and their nets took about all 
of the choice places for catching small 
bait fish. When the French schooners 
came in their masters ordered the 
Newfoundlanders to take up their nets 
immediately, resting their order on 
the treaty which gives the French 
priority of rights to shore fishing. ‘ihe 
Newfoundlanders refused to obey and 
the French made an attack on their 
dorys and attempted to drive them 
away After w lively fight in which 
clubs, vars, boat hooks and similar 
weapons were freely used, the French 
were compelled to retreat. No one was 
killed or fatally wounded, buat there 
were many broken bones and a number 
of badly beaten sailors, When the news 
reached Bay St. George two French men 
of-war and one British cruiser sailed for 
Port au Port, and it is thought there will 
be no further trouble, Fishermen who 
brought the news differ as to whether 
Americans took part inthe row. One 
says they helped the British beat the 
French. Another says they took no 
part in the fight.
